1901, and the paragraph in our 
‘textbook on the use.of an anms- 
thetic (Science and Health, page 
464) As in a degree pertinent, 
it’ Is to be remembered that the 
“Master himeelf momentarily felt 
@ sense of separation from his 
divine source, for he erfed out, 


‘My God, my God, why hast thou *' - 


forsaken me?’ but he never 
abandoned his fidelity to divine 
Principle. .

SAFETY AT SEA 


LIFEBOAT EQUIPMENT 
EFFICIENCY ~ : 
DEPENDABILITY FACTORS 

The ovidence given at the resumed 
inquest on the victims of the Rye 
lifeboat disaster made it absolutely 
certain that the question of the ade- 
quacy of the lifebelts used.in this and 
other cases will have to come up for. 
consideration once more, says a Home 
journal, .~ $: 

The matter js one, that chiefly con- 
cerns the Board of Trade .and ship- 
owners upon whose vessels life-saving 
appliances must alwaya be provided, 
although the actual need for them 
transpires with comparative rarity, It 
is a subject that has been studied 
with the greatest care by those con- 
cerned with the administration of the 
Board of Trade requirements in the 
matter of the safety of life at sea, and 
not less by a host of inventors whose 
devices for this purpose are constantly 
being brought to the notice of the res- 
ponsible officials. 

Several types of lifebelts or personal 
apparatus for safety of life at sea have 
been approved by the Board of Trade, 
and these have been tested frequent- 
ly in’ actual service, and the results 
have not, in general, been to shake their 
faith in the reliability of these means 
of saving life. Of course, every class 
of lifebelt, or life-saving apparatus, has 
certain defects and certain disadvan. 
tages which have been brought to the 
notice of the responsible officials of the 
Board of Trade from time to time, and 
these have been guarded against.as far 
ns possible; and where this is impos- 
sible, users have been notified as to the 
mans of the apparatua so as to uvold 
risk, 

As an illustration of this type of 
defect, it may be recalled that every 
user of a lifebelt is warned in regard to 
the danger of jumping into the sen 
from a great height with a Hfebelt on. 
But something entirely: new has been 
brought to light, it would appear, in 
regard to the lifebelts used by. the Rye 
lifeboatmen, ond presumably hy many 


others. : : 
Kapok vs. Cork ; 
The statement issued by Mr. G. F. 


Shee, Secretary of the Royal National, 


Lifeboat Institution, will be read with 
very considcrable interest in this con- 
nection. He indicated that the material 
used in the lifebelts worn by the Rye 
lifeboatmen was Kapok—a vegetable 
fibre ‘containing a natural oil which 
ordinarily renders it impervious to 
water, and which: under severe tests 
was found to be capable of supporting 
a great weight in water ‘in proportion 
of its own bulk, It was found.to have 
many advantages over the old 
tifebelt. 


cork 


Over twenty years ago the institu. 


tion, after exhaustive tests, adopted 
this material for its lifebelts, and it 
may be added here that it was adopted 
for uve in the Merchant Navy in 1910 


by the Board of Trade, “which fact | 


would ‘seém to be sufficient in- 
dication of the value of the material 
for the purposes designed. Subsequent 
events proved that all was not well, 


‘| however, but it was the design and not 


te materia! which was found defec- 
ive. . 

In 1916 the Salcombe lifeboat dis- 
aster occurred, and two of the crew 
were found dead with the belt proper- 
ly adjusted, but the men were face 
downward, and subsequently the Board 
of Trade adopted a new design of belt, 
which was intended to have the result 
that if a man lost consciousness in the 
water the belt would have the effect 
of throwing his head backwards, so 
that he. would float face upwards. The 
Lifeboat Institution at once scrapped 
the ‘lifebelta , of the type used, and 
issued those of the new type. The 
users, howover, found them to be un- 
comfortable, to restrict their move- 
ments and to chafe the chin. Again, 
unless the belt was strapped tightly 
around the neck, there was a tendency 
in use, for it to. work up around the 
neck, 

Lifeboatmen ‘were dissatisfied with 
the new bolt, and many asked for the 
old ones back, so that finally, at their 
own request, the men at 149 stations 

‘ot the older type of lifebelt, and only 
ust over fifty retained the newer one. 
The Rye lifebontmen chose ‘the older 
modifidd type. Naturally they were 


[quite familiar with the propet ‘method 


of adjustment, and understood the risks 
that attached ‘to a loose adjustment 
around the waist. wh ve 


escape death. This is only « surmise; 
but it has to be considered.” It is -but 
fair.to add.that in Mr. Shee's opinion, 
with the surf that was raging. at the 
time the Rvd boat capsized “no belt on 
earth could have saved their lives.” — 

‘There is, however, another point: 
which will make it absolutely necessary 
for the Board of’ Trade to investigate 
this matter with the utmost care, and 


{that fa the evidence that these lifebcits 


when taken from the bodies of two of 
the men: were found to be waterlogged, 
and Mr. Shee.suggests that this might 


’ Thave happened if the covering canvas 


was.damaged, the immense pressure of 
the- matarial inside would be ‘so great 
as. to displace the oil‘in the. material,. 
and thus maka the Kapok: absorbent. 
These are matters which he sald: would 
have to be closely investigated, for it 
was the desire:of the Lifeboat Institu- 
tlon to “give the’ lifeboatmen the very 
best means that could be devised to 
save their lives, and help them to 

noble work.”

ASSAULT ON WHARF 
- "SUPERINTENDENT | 


DASTARDLY TACTICS 


The cowardly assault committed on 
Captain C, Brown,-wharf superintend- 
ent for the Adelaide 5.8. Co, at Towns- | 
ville, while supervising the loading of 
sugar Into the “City of Winchester’ 
during the recent trouble on the Towns- 
villo waterfront, ‘emphasises the mob 
tactics indulged in by: the extromiats 
of the watersiders’ Union. With a 
relief gang on at 10 p.m, Captain 
Brown, on inquiring from the winch 
driver ag to the cause of the undue de- 
lay in getting his .winch going, 
was mot, with a torront of foul abuse 
and a’ cowardly punch, Not wishing 
to. fight or do anything in the least 
likely.to prolong the trouble, the super- 
intendent closed with the. -his ‘as- 
sailant'‘ind. bore, him to the deck. 
Seizing ‘their’ opportunity other mem- 
bers of the gang, while apparently ene 
deayouring to separate the struggling 
pair, pulled Captain Brown's coat over 
his head, completely locking his arma 
and rendering him an easy target for 
the many kicks and blows that came 
simultaneously from several quarters, 
The intervention of tha ship’s officer 
was partially successful, and Captain 
Brown was able to get away to get his 
bruises attended to. Later,.on the 
wharf, while waiting for the police, 
Captain Brown was again set upon by 
his assailant, but in a-man to man con- 
test was able to securely hold his man 
until the arrival of the police. .A 
sympathetic magiatrate imposed a fine 
of £6 and costa on the winch driver, 
who, in view of the nature of the as- 
sault and at’ least four different sen- 
tences of imprisonment imposed.by the 
Cairns and Bowen magistrates on far 
milder charges of assault by water- 
siders, can consider himself extremely 
lucky in so lightly escaping the conse- 
quences of his dastardly attack.—

DISTRESS SIGNALS 
DOUBTS MAY ‘LEAD TO 
DELAY: 


Two years ago the Board of Trado 
drow the attention of shipowners and 
shipmasters to the desirability of pro- 
viding distress signals of a distinc; 
tive character for use at night, such as 
rockets or ‘hand fireworks which throw 
red stars into ‘the air, Many ships 
have adopted one or other of these de- 
vices, but it seems that the majority of 
fishing vessels and other small craft 
still rely, a8 a means of attracting at- 
tention when in. distress, upon signals 
made by burning rags, clothing, straw, 
gte., soaked in paraffin. Unfortunately 
those; ‘though recognised by law as 
distress sigtials, do not, when seen at 
a distance, differ greatly’ from the 
flares and lights used by small craft 
in the normal course of their work; 
consequently, it is often difficult for 
coast-watchers to distinguish between 
working lights and distreas signals, and 
doubts may lead to delay and sometime’ 
to unnecessary loss of life. 

Red flares are recognised by general 
custom as a signal indicating that as- 
sistance is required, and though they 
are, of course, not 80 effective as roc- 
kets” ‘or special fireworks, because 
they may not show up over interven- 
{ng recks, sandhills or low-lying mist, 
they cannot be mistaken for anything 
else. 

The Board of Trade, therefore, urge 
that, in order to avoid unnessary risk 
to life, supplies of either these flares or 
fireworks should always be available in 
the wheelhouse or other accessible 
place. * : 


WHITE STAR LINE 


EXECUTIVE CONTROL 
. TRANSFERRED 7 é 

The White Star Line are shortly 
transferring the executive control of 
the company from Liverpool to London. 
The managers of the Line issued the 
following statement on January 8. “In 
the course of the next few months 
the ‘Heddquarters of the White Star 
Line will be removed from Liverpool to 
London. The executive control of tho 
company; : however, {is all that that 
will be transferred, and a large’ or- 
ganisation will still remain’ in Liver- 
pool. .

when the. vessel has a loaded draught 
of 26 ft. the gross tonnage {s 7,400. 
All the three ships are intended for 
the Par ‘Eastern service of the Ham- 
burg-America Line. There are 18 
electric winches. _In addition to the 
usual holds there is a deep tank for 
1,000 tons, of vegetable oil and 160 tons 
of wool oil. ‘The fresh-water tanka 
carry $12 tons and the ballast-water 
tank 279 tons.’ A notable feature of 
this vessel, unusual in ships trading to 
the Far East, is provision for 24 pas- 
songers in ten cabins. There are three 
Diesct-driven gonerators of 220 kw. in 
the engine-room, in addition to a 40-kw.

“MISCONDUCT” 


INDIAN CONSTABLE CHARGED 
ON THREE COUNTS 

At the Kowloon Magistracy yes- 
terday afternoon, Mr. T. S. Whyte- 
Smith heard a case in which an 
Indian constable was charged, with 
“misconduct” on three counts ‘as 
follow :-—— :

On 
entering the defendant was alleged 
to have said “Sik tale, sik tak?” 
(meaning “Understand, under- 
stand?”) and held up four fingers, 
indicating that he wanted 40 cents. 

The fokis knew that ‘the defen- 
dant wanted a bribe, ‘but took no 
notice of. him. Defendant went 
away ‘but returned © about ten 
minutes later. This time he was 
alleged to ‘have said that ‘he wanted 
40 cents,. He was refused because 
the players knew that tin-kau play- 
ing was not .an offence. The ac- 
cused became incensed: at .this .re- 
fusal and, séelng some money .on:the 
table, he'selzed ‘it and went out.

Mr. DoWeny and the doctor had 
been vainly trying to persttade 
Plunkett to go to a sanatorium. 
Mra, (Doheny summoned a doctor 
last night, saying that Plunkett was 
mad, and both went to the bed- 
room where Doheny ‘and Plunkett 
had been closeted. Plunkett shout- 
ed “Don’t approach” and slammed 
the door. -A shot then rang out. 

The doctor immediately rushed 
in and found both dead. It is 
Inferred that Mr. Doheny must 
have been shot hours previously as 
only one shot was heard.—Reuter’s 
American Service. .' :
